ESPECIALLY FROM TERRITORIES WHICH WERE OR ARE UNDER COLONIAL 
OR FOREIGN DOMINATION AND OCCUPATION." VOTE WAS 105-0-12(EC-9, 
AUSTRIA, SWEDEN.US). TOGO INTRODUCED AND THE GA APPROVED WITHOUT 
VOTE RESOLUTION (L. 19) ON UN-OAU COOPERATION WHICH, INTER ALIA, 
REAFFIRMED UN DETERMINATION, IN COOPERATION WITH OAU, "TO 
INTENSIFY ITS EFFORTS TO PUT AN END TO THE REMAINING VESTIGES 
OF COLONIALISM AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION AND TO APARTHEID IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA." 

COMMITTEE 5 RECOMMENDED RESOLUTIONS WHICH WERE APPROVED WERE:

A DRAFT RESOLUTION ON THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL CONSEQUENCES OF 
THE ARMS RACE (A/C.1/32/L.12) WAS ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS BY THE 
COMMITTEE NOV. 11. UNDER THE RESOLUTION, THE GA, AMONG OTHER 
THINGS, WOULD WELCOME THE UP-DATED REPORT OF THE SYG, SUBMIT 
IT TO THE SPECIAL SESSION ON DISARMAMENT (SSOD), RECOMMEND THAT 
ITS CONCLUSIONS BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT IN FUTURE DISARMAMENT 
NEGOTIATIONS, AND EXPRESS THE HOPE THAT IT WOULD HELP TO 
FOCUS FUTURE DISARMAMENT NEGOTIATIONS ON NUCLEAR 
DISARMAMENT AND ON THE GOAL OF GENERAL AND COMPLETE 
DISARMAMENT UNDER EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL CONTROL. A

NORWAY (VAERNO), INTRODUCING THE DRAFT RESOLUTION ON THE STUDY

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ON DISARMAMENT, COMPARED THE $350 BILLION ANNUAL MILITARY

COMMITTEE HEARD STATEMENT BY PREMIER PRICE OF BELIZE, 

IN WHICH HE NOTED GUATEMALA SAID IT FEARED AN INDEPENDENT 
BELIZE WOULD BE USED AS A BASE FOR ATTACKS ON GUATAMALA. 
HOWEVER, BELIZE OFFERED A NON-AGGRESSION PACT, LIMITATIONS ON 
BELIZE'S RIGHT TO ENTER INTO MILITARY ARRANGEMENTS WITH 
THIRD COUNTRIES, COOPERATIVE WORKING ARRANGEMENTS BASED 
ON FRIENDSHIP AND MUTUAL RESPECT IN AREAS OF MUTUAL CONCERN 
IN DEFENSE, SECURITY AND FOREIGN AFFAIRS. GUATEMALA 
EXPRESSED CONCERN THAT ITS ACCESS TO THE HIGH SEAS WOULD BE 
IMPAIRED BY BELIZE'S TERRITORIAL SEA, AND BELIZE OFFERED TO 
NEGOTIATE A SEAWARD BOUNDARY WHICH WOULD PROVIDE 
GUATEMALA WITH GUARANTEED AND PERMANENT ACCESS TO 
THE HIGH SEAS THROUGH HER OWN TERRITORIAL SEA. BELIEZ ALSO 
OFFERED USE OF PRT FACILITIES IN BELIZE CITY, FREE 
TRANSIT OF NON-MILITARY VEHICLES, SHIPS AND AIRCRAFT. 

PRICE FOUND CIRCUMSTANCES SURROUNDING NEGOTIATIONS THIS 
YEAR DISTURBING: WHILE NEGOTIATORS MET TO SEEK A PEACEFUL 
SOLUTION GUATEMALAN MILITARY MACHINE PREPARED FOR WAR, AND 
POISED TO INVADE BELIZE WHILE NEGOTIATIONS WERE INPROGRESS 
IN WASHINGTON DC.C. SENSING IMMINENT DANGER TO SURVIVAL 
AS A COUNTRY, BELIZE GOVERNMENT REQUESTED BRITISH 
REINFORCEMENTS TO THEIR SMALL DEFENSIVE GARRISON, AND 
REINFORCEMENTS CAME IN TIME TO SAVE BELIZE FROM INVASION. 

IT WAS INCREASINGLY EVIDENT THAT GUATEMALA'S STRATEGY 
DESIGNED TO TERRORIZE PEOPLE OF BELIZE IN THE HOPE 
THAT THEY WILL SUBMIT TO HER DEMANDS, IF ONLY FOR THE 
SAKE OF PEACE. 

BY INSISTING ON LAND CESSION AS THE BASIS FOR SETTLEMENT, 

WHICH IT KNOWS BELIZE CANNOT ACCEPT, GUATEMALA IS IN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EFFECT CLAIMING A VETO OVER BELIZEAN INDEPENDENCE, 

PRICE CONTINUED. THE PEOPLE OF BELIZE HAVE EXERCISED THEIR 
RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION. IN SIX SUCCESSIVE NATIONAL 
ELECTIONS, PEOPLE HAVE ELECTED A GOVERNMENT WHOSE PRIMARY GOAL 
IS INDEPENDENCE OF BELIZE. THERE IS NO GROUP IN ANY PART 
OF BELIZE THAT WOULD CONSIDER ANNEXATION BY GUATEMALA. 

"IN OUR STAND TO PRESERVE OUR HOMELAND, WE ARE HEARTENED 
BY SACRED COMMITMENT OF UK NOT TO AGREE TO ANY

COMMITTEE HEARD PETITIONERS VERNON AND MARTINEZ, 

OF THE TOLEDO PROGRESSIVE PARTY OF BELIZE, AND THE LATTER 
READ A LETTER ON BEHALF CALIZ, VICE-PRESIDENT OF THE 
MAYA-KEKCHI COMMITTEE OF BELIZE, WHO WAS UNABLE TO ATTEND 
THE MEETING BECAUSE HIS TRAVELLING DOCUMENTS HAD BEEN 
TAKEN AWAY FROM HIM. VERNON NOTED THAT PEOPLE IN CAYO 
AND TOLDEO DISTRICTS OF BELIZE AND THEIR NEIGHBORS IN 
PETEN, CERAPAZ AND IZABAL DEPARTMENTS OF GUATEMALA WERE 
OF THE SAME RACE AND COLLOR, SPOKE THE SAME LANGUAGES, AND 
HAD THE SAME CUSTOMS, MUSIC AND TRADITIONS. THE ONLY 
DIFFERENCE WAS THAT ON ONE SIDE BRITISH LAW EXISTED, AND 
ON THE OTHER GUATEMALAN LAW. HE SAID IT WAS CLEAR THE
